Two Girls Killed and Many Fatally and Se- 
riously Injured--Loss $100,000. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., November 21,—A fire oo 
curred this morning in the Callendar building. a 
brick structure situated between Tobin and Cove 
streets which resulted in the serious 10ss of hfe. 
The building is four stories high and ls 
occupied mostly by jewelry shops. The 
fire originated in the workshop of Chas, 
T. Melvin ( dyer) in middie of the building on the 
third fioor and was caused by the ignitiou of a 
ten-gallon can of naptha. The room was filled 
with light, inflammable clothes and the wood 
wood was dry as tinder. The room was next to 
the stairway, and before a word of warning could 
be given escape by the stairway was cut off 
by the flames. On the fourth floor is 
the workshop of William HH. Robinson’ 
& Co., gold chain-makers. The firm employed 
forty operatives, equafly divided as to sex. When 
the flames swept up through through the floor the 
employes made arush for the windows. There 
was no fire escape on the building, A panic en 
sued. Just across the alleyway, about fifteen feet 
wide, at the end of the Callen- 
dar building was a_ two-story wood. 
en structure. The help rushed to the front 
front end of the building fronting on this alley, 
and then the panic ensued. The roof of the 
wooden building was about twenty feet below the 
window sills where the excited girls were con- 
gregated. The personsin the rear crowded and 
pushed those in the act of jumping 
and many fell short. Others were injured by 
being Jumped upon after they had reached the 
roof.

A Pathetic Recital by Engineer Melville Be- | 


fore the Court of Inquiry. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 21.—In 
the Jeannette Court, this morning. Engineer 
Melville continued his account of the search for 
De Long and party. The narrative was very pa- 
thetic and the speaker told his story in astraight- 
forward manner. He gave details of the discov- 
ery of the party frozen to death on the bank of the 
Lena. A large audience was present. The at 
tention of the searchers was first attracted by hut- 
poles sticking out of the snow. Upon seeing these 
the party advanced a few steps,when Melville saw 
ahand reaching out inthe svow, which = after- 
wards proved to be De_ Long’s. The rest 
of the party then discovered remains of fire near 
them and evidences that the unlortunate men had 
been trying to remove their effects with the sup- 

osed view of reaching the banks of the river. 
Melville said they evidently recognized the fact 
that if they died near the bank of the river 
the bodies would be carried away ty floods. Mel- 
ville examined De Long's journal, found near 
where his body lay. The bodies were all frozen to 
the ground, but as soon as discovered were pried 
up, rolled together and covered with tent-cloth. 
it was found, when Ambler’s body was turyed 
over, that he clutched De Long's pistol. From 
this Melville drew the inference that De Long 


died before Ambler, and that the latter had taken | 


the pistol to keep offanimals. Meiville gave di 
rections to have the bodies taken out of the snow 
and placed in a Rut near by.

STILL GRINDING. 


Amusing Scenes at the McLean- 
Broadhead Depositions. 


The Silk Stocking Contest to Proceed--The 
Certificates All Ready. 


The taking of depositions in the McLean-Broad- 
head contest was resumed this morning at the 
Register’s office. Mr. Finklenburg appeared for 
Messrs. Raum and Berg and Messrs. Overall and 
Donovan were Broadhead’s attorneys. 

August Nord,who lived in the 203d precinct of the 
Nineteenth Ward, was the first witness. He was 
one of the judges of election in that precinct. Wit- 
ness testified that he nad been sworn In as a judge 
of election on November 6, by Justice Mullery,and 
he, Nord, afterwards administered a like oath to 
the three other judges and two clerks. 
This is the precinct in which the books yesterday 
did not show that the judges and clerks were 
sworn, and witness testified that Mr. Jacoby 
wrote the returns in the books while he looked on. 
He said that the returns were put in the yellow 
book, instead of the white one, simply by a mis- 
take. He did not know how it happened. 


Leopold Sebmaiz was next sworn. He was the 
clerk who wrote out the book and kert the tally 
sheet. He also testified that the entry was made 
in the brown book simply by mistake. The brown 
book, he thought, was brought in by Mr. Davis, 
the Republican City Central Committeeman from 
the Nineteenth Ward. There were three 
books in all, and they were all 
returned to the Register’s offe.. 
He could swear to one of the white books and to 
the brown bock in which the returns were made. 
About the other yellow book he could pot swear 
to where it came from. 

James W. Lewis testified that he was chosen as 
a judge of election at precinct No. 203, by ten 
voters on the morning of election. His 
testimony was a reiteration of the fact that 
a mistake was made in the books, 

Geo. Wolff, acierk at the same precinct, gave 
like testimony. 

Joseph T. Parks testified that he was _ taken out 
of bed at 6 o’clock on the. morning of election, 
brought down to the poll and appointed a Clerk of 
election. He did not know that he haa been se- 
lected by the voters. Mr. Nord swore him in. 
He was put at the window with a poil-book and 
remained there all day. Witness assisted at the 
casting up and was satisfied that the returns from 
Precinct No. 203, as given in the brown book, 
were correct, Mr. Parks said he was a Democrat 
in politics, In answerto Mr. Overail the 
witness said that Gus Davis, the Central 
Committeeman, was there off and on all day. 
Chas. F. Jacoby, another. Judge at the same pre- 
cinect, Was sworn,and when asked whether he 
was appointed, or chosen by the voters, he said, 
“l was put in by the Central Commiiteemapn.” 
After some trouble, he explained that the Central 
Committeeman brought him to the polling 
~~ and he was then chosen by the voters. 

ie gave the same testimony about the mistake as 
did the other witnesses. 

Precinct 111, another of those which the Broad- 
head petition asks to have thrown out, was next 
taken up. In this precinct the returns were also 
made on a yellow book. instead of a white one. 

Cc. H. Mason, the first witness, was the clerk at 
the precinct. He swore that the returns in the 
brown book were the correct ones in all respects, 
except that “by ignorance” they were put in the 
wrong book. 

The witness did not know where the brown 
bvok caiwe from. Wheuhe first saw the books 
Judge Sutter bad them. 

Charles Rosswaag, a clerk at the same precinct, 
did not have aveiy comprehensive idea of the 
English language, and itwas hard to get at what 
he wanted tosay.

The Jetty Engineer and the Pro. 
jected Ship Railway. 


The Condition of the Project--The Vera

After an absence from St. Louis of ten 
Capt. James B. Eads returned to the city t 
morning, and was promy tly interviewed by 4 
porter of the Post-DISPATCH at lis office. No. ug 
Chamber of Commerce. The many friends of the 
distinguished engineer will be glad to learn tha 
his health has Leen entirely restored during his 
trip to Europe, and that therg is no obstacle in 
the way of the continuation of the great exter. 
prises to which he has recently devoted bis active 
intellect and tried experience. 

Capt. Eads left St. Louis in January to attend 
to the interests of his ship 
project in Washington, but 
work threatened to overtax his energies 


he yielded to medical advice and sailed for Eyror 
on the 27th of May, on the Furnessia. He first 
revisited Scotland, and after a short stay in Lon 
don he proceeced to the Continent, and ung 
medical advice sought tLe warm climate of th 
south of France; thence he made the tour of 
Northern Italy and the Italian Likes, going as fa 
south as Florence. On his retarn he took a coy 
of t. e waters of Carisbad, in Bohemia, and foung 
himself sufficiently recovered to return to Lo 
and rilunve inte the work which js 
now chiefly occupying him—the eo, 
struction of the ship allway across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec,in Mexico. 

On being asked what was le present position

South Carolina will fight for her protected 
rice tields; Masgachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut will look after the woolen and 
cotton industries; Pennsylvania and Indiana 
and Ohio and Tennessee wilifresist any legis- 
lation which might injure the iron interests: 
andallof these gigantic and united loca! 
intluences will be reinforced by the general 
sentiment in favor of protection to American 
industry which is more widespread and 
stronger now than it was when the great pro- 
tectionist victory Was gained eleven years ago 
which put coffee and tea on the free list. 

This brief resumé of the = situation 
shows the difference between talk- 
ing about tariff reduction and acting 
on tariff reduction. An outside com- 
plication is introduced in the fact that the 
tariff question cannot be dealt with on its 
merits. ‘The two great parties which have 
so long disputed for the mastery are pre- 
paring for their last grand duel, for their 
political Armageddon, and neither party ean 
afford to lose a point of vantage or throw 
away achance. Political influences and con- 
siderations of party strength are the only 
motives to be thought of. How the tariff 
will be dealt with in such a struggle isa 
question too vast to be touched on here. But 
there is no question so interesting. and none 
which demands the intelligent and thought- 
ful consideration ofthe people so urgently 
as the future of the tariff, which is now the 
vital issue of polities, and is 30 deeply inter- 
woven with the vested interests and materi- 
al prosperity of the whole country.

OUR HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

While the Missouri Historical Society will 
hold its customary meeting this evening in 
the hallof the Pubiie School building on 
Seventh and Chestnut streets, the valuable 
collections, archives and incipient librarv of 
the society wili remain immured in the dun- 
geon under the Fourth street portico of the 
Court-house, where they convey to the ad- 
miring visitor the depressing impression that 
they have been seized by the Sheriff and that 
the learned custodian is a deputy in charge. 
It is not at all creditable to any com- 
munity that it should be indifferent to its 
origin and to the history’ of the 
early beginnings and struggles outof which 
it arose to prosperity and greatness. The 
earlier history of St. Louis is inferior in local 
interest to that of no other Western city, and 
yet that history has never been published. It 
was reserved for the enterprise of a Balti- 
more business speculation to publish the 
history, for which all the inducements of 
local patriotism and the advantages of wealth 
had been unavailing. 

To say that such a condition of affairs calls 
for remedy is to repeat a wearying truism, 
and yet the remedy can come only 
through making the Historical Society 
what it ought to be, an- institution 
with an ample revenue, with a fixed publish- 
ing fund, with quarters of its own, and with 
an organization that will irresistibly invite 
the cooperation of the large number of intel- 
ligent citizens who take an active interest in 
those historical researches which lie within 
the province of the society. The society has 
made a good beginning—and stopped there. 
It needs a new impetus and a fresh start.

On this theory a great mistake was made 
when mere engineer officers of the army

Mariners. As Congress, however, has en- 
trusted the work to a commission of civil 
and military engineers, it is not at all likely 
that it will change its policy until after the 
plans ofits agents have had a fair trial, and 
the plan of the Ancient Mariner must wait. 


Tue decision of Judge Advocate-General 
Svwaim, that a court-martial cannot take 
cognizance of the refusal of an army officer 
to pay his debts, is probably sound law, but 
the arguments on which it is based appear to 
be singularly evasive. The general im- 
pression is that an army officer is forbidden 
by his official position to indulge in conduct 
which is unworthy of a gentleman, and offi- 
cers and privates alike are held to a stricter 
responsibility than is expected of civilians, 
and there are good reasons why this should 
be so. If the army regulations do not dis- 
tinctly prohibit such unworthy conduct as 
the refusal of officers to pay their debts, the 
sooner the omission is remedied the better. 
Under Swarm’s decision the standard of 
what constitutes conduct worthy of an officer 
and a gentleman is lower in the army than it 


is on our police force.

He is Again Successful in His Fight 
With the Law. ‘ 


The U. S. Supreme Court Dismisses the Ate | 
torney-General’s Motion--Kring Farther 
From the Gallows Than Ever, 


Yesterday the Supreme Court of the 

Uni 
States rendered a verbal decision upon Pe 
tion filed with the court by Attorney-General Mo 
li.tyre of this State to dismiss the appeal takey 


by Kring. The court decided that the appeal ~ 


should be heard. The ground upon which 
the motion of the Attorney-General 
was overruled was that the application of the rule 
provided in the new Coustitution of Missouri of 
1875 to Kriug’s ease, was in the nature of an ex 
post facto law, because it placed him a second 


time in jeopardy of his life, and therefore that it 
was unconstitutional. The popular opinion upon 
the present condition of this most interesting 
criminal case is that Kring is now Virtually g 
free man. That this opinion is not without loun- 
dation the following interviews with tle, persoug 
best qualified to speak in the premises will show, 


Cireuit Attorney Harris Interviewed. 
Mr. Joseph R. Harris, Cirenit Allorney, wag 
questioned this morning as to the further prose 
cution of the case against Kring: 
“It seems to me,” said Mr, Harris, “that the 
case will have to take its regular course in the 
Supreme Court of the United States.” 7
